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EDITORIAL 


When we read the Public Service 
Reports it is reassuring to see how much 
Amateur Radio is contributing. But it is 
also obvious that the roll of Amateur 
Radio is changing. 


Thirty years ago, we were about the 
only communications service available in 
disaster situations, we were pioneers in 
mobile communications, and we gained 
considerable respect for our ability to 
provide service just about any where, any 
time - and for free. It is reassuring to see 
how much that ability has continued to 
develop over the years. 


But we are no longer the "only kid on 
the block." Citizens’ Band put two-way 
radio into thousands of vehicles. Most of 
the public services have their own two 
way communications now. Cellular tele- 
phone is becoming the rule rather than 
the exception. The need for our assistance 
in local area emergencies is not as great as 
it once was. Satellite communications can 
provide a good deal of long-hall service. 


But Amateur Radio is still regarded as 
one of the most reliable services when the 
chips are down. The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) relies heavily 
on Amateur Radio in its disaster planning. 
Amateur Radio is an important part of the 
National Red Cross disaster plans. 
Amateur Radio is now being carried on 
most NASA space shuttles and is regarded 
as an important back-up communications, 


We may not be the "only kid on the 
block" any-more, and we may not be 
inventing all the new technology now, but 
we have hundreds of thousands of 
dedicated people who provide their own 
equipment and their own time - at no cost 
to the taxpayer - to develop and maintain 
a most effective emergency communica- 
tions service. Amateurs also make up a 
vast "Field Service” that puts new develop- 
ments to the test and puts them into 
practical service long before they reach the 
general market. 


It is nice to see Amateur Radio receiving 
the recognition it has EARNED.

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS 
by Bill Grenfell W4GF 


Incoming FCC chairman-designate 
Alfred Sykes, in his first official state- 
ment before the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee, advised: "I am aware of the 
concern expressed by the Amateur com- 
munity over the FCC’s [220 MHz] 
decision ... "I am aware of no reason to 
think that the Commission decision was 
erroneous." In it’s June 15, 1989 Order 
reallocating 220-222 MHz to the land 
mobile service, FCC stated it had "... 
considered a variety of factors in reach- 
ing the decisions in the first Report and 
Order. "Among these factors were the 
need to provide for narrowband land 
mobile operations, the impact of existing 
Amateur use, the potential for inter- 
ference to’ TV broadcasting and. the 
actions of the 1979 WARC_ [World 
Administrative Radio Conference]". 


In response to the Amateurs petition 
for reconsideration of its (Docket 87-14), 
action, FCC said "Comments filed by 
individual Amateurs were of little value 
for determining statistics on overall use 
of the band..In most instances, indi- 
vidual Amateurs gave no indication of 
whether they actually use the 220 MHz 
band themselves. Further, most of the 
comments that did indicate use of the 
band were vague...We are unpersuaded 
by the petitions for reconsideration to 
make any change to the decision." 

(W5YI Reports, 08/15/89 & 09/01/89); 

(ARRL Letter 08/25/89). 


In it’s July meeting the ARRL Board of 
Directors directed it’s counsel "...to go 
after new spectrum near 1% meters by 


initiating a Request for Rule Making 


before the FCC seeking a secondary 
status allocation to Amateurs in the 
216-220 MHz band segment. "The League 
notes that this action should not have 
the effect of delaying or impeding an 
appeal of the earlier FCC decision to 
remove 220-222 MHz for reallocation to 
land mobile use." (Westlink Report, 
08/18/89); (ARRL Letter, 08/11/89). 
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"Amateurs, the press and the ARRL 
are asking FCC to reexamine the new 
Part 97 rules released in June."..in a 
petition to make it easier for reporters to 
use Amateur stations for news-gathering 
purposes.” The news media organizations 
say the "essential reform needed" is the 
elimination of the requirement that the 
information involve the "immediate safety 
of life or protection of property.’ (New 
rule 97.113(c)). "The media said that the 
requirement "effectively prohibit[s] news 
coverage which the Commission should 
encourage, such as information on the 
aftermath of a hurricane or tornado, or 
of an airplane crash. "In such a Case, 
there may no longer be an immediate 
threat to life or property, but there still 
is an absence of other communication 
means to report the devastation and/or 
loss of life." 

(WBYI Report, 08/15/89). 


"The ARRL and many Amateurs fear 
wholesale incursion of nonlicensed 
consumer products into Amateur bands 
as a result of the recently revised Part 
15 rules. “Interference to Part 15 devices 
from legally operating ham stations is a 
potentially serious problem, unless the 
devices are used in nonresidential 
settings such as factories, where Amateur 
stations are unlikely to be." At a Part 15 
workshop, FCC’s spokesman for it’s 
Technical Standards Branch said “The 
ARRL and others have come in and 
petitioned against the use of 902-928 
MHz and higher bands by Part 15" 
(devices). Industrial, Scientific and 
Medical (ISM) Part 15 devices have been 
allocated operation in the 902-928 MHz, 
2400-2450 MHz, 5.725-5.875 GHz, 24.00- 
9425 GHz and 244-246 GHz bands 
where Amateur stations are not protect- 
ed from interference due to the opera- 
tions of equipment or appliances 
designed to generate and use locally 
purposes, excluding applications in the 
field or telecommunications.]

Interference Resolution 


A 30 minute video on Interference Resolution has been produced by the Baltimore 
office of the FCC. The video is intended to provide the public with steps on how to 
resolve interference they may be experiencing to TVs, stereos, computers, telephones, 
VCRs, and other home entertainment equipment. 


The tape is a panel discussion with representatives from FCC, BG/E C/P. REACT, 
BRATS, WBGR, United Cable TV, Radio Shack, and others. The discussion was 
moderated by Sally Brown, representative from the Electronics Industries Association. 
Copies of the video have been distributed to TV and Cable companies throughout 
Maryland, Delaware, Virginia, West Virginia and D.C. 


The FCC receives thousands of interference complaints each year. Many of the 
complaints registered could be avoided if the complainant were aware of self-help 
methods to resolve the interference they may be receiving. The video is designed to 
provide the public with methods that will help them resolve their own problems. It is 
also designed to give complainants a better understanding of their problem(s) and the 
organizations to contact.

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American Radio Relay League Report

This ARRL Report provides a_ brief 
summary of information published in the 
ARRL LETTER and other reports. The 
LETTER provides timely news of interest 
to active Radio Amateurs. Any League

PRB 1 WORKS FOR MESA HAMS. The 
Mesa, Arizona, City Council unanimously 
approved a zoning amendment that will 
now allow radio Amateurs in that city to 
install 75-foot antennas and towers. 


The vote came on July 10 following 
an earlier vote of approval by Mesa’s 
Planning and Zoning Commission. Just 
before the vote, Mesa Mayor Margaret 
Rubach, expressed her appreciation to 
the several hams in the audience for 
their years of service to the City of 
Mesa. 


The vote concluded six months of 
negotiations between Mesa City Staff and 
the Superstition Amateur Radio Club, 
headed by Bill Glaze, KA7SUF. Giving 
legal guidance to the process was ARRL 
Volunteer Counsel Neil Wake, KV70, an 


experienced land use and_ corporate 
mitigation attorney. 
Additional assistance came in_ the 


form of letters of support from Senator 
Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, the American 
Red Cross, Maricopa County Arizona 
Civil Defense and Emergency Services, 
US Army MARS, the American Graduate 
School of International Management, the 
Consular Corps of Arizona and many 
more, all of whom stressed the impor- 
tance of Amateur Radio in the area of 
public service. 


- MORE NEWS FROM THE JULY ARRL 


BOARD MEETING. This is a continua- 
tion of the lead story in last months 
Auto-Call. 


The Board directed Counsel Chris 
Imlay, N3AKD, to initiate a Rule Making 
Petition seeking a secondary allocation to 
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the Amateur Radio Service in the 216- 
220 MHz band segment. This action 
should not have the effect of delaying or 
impeding an appeal of the earlier FCC 
decision reallocating 220-222 MHz to the 
Land Mobile Service. Counsel is also to 
pursue appropriate action to insure that 
due process rights are afforded Amateurs 
prior to imposition of operating re- 
strictions in radio frequency interference 
cases. 


To foster knowledge of the Amateur 
Service by the public, the Board directed 
preparation of a detailed plan for selec- 
tion and use of public relations profes- 
sionals. To foster growth of the service, 
the Board took several actions. One 
urges the Amateur community to take 
full advantage of the Shuttle Amateur 
Radio Experiment, SAREX, to bring 
Amateur Radio into classrooms. 


Another action calls for a committee 
to study the implementation of a nation- 
wide course for Amateur licensing in 
schools. A third would foster coopera- 
tion with the American Association for 
Retired Persons (AARP), building on last 
year’s Project Suncoast Seniors. The 
Publications Committee is to study 
getting ARRL publications into more 
college campus bookstores. 


On other League matters, the Board: 
* Agreed on a joint ARRL/CRRL Com- 
puter Networking Conference in London, 
Ontario September 22, 1990. 
* Awarded the 1991 ARRL National 
Convention to Saginaw, Michigan, Aug 
23-25, 1991. 
* Revised the Amateurs’ Code, which has 
guided Amateurs since the twenties, to 
update obsolete language. 
* Endorsed several recommendations of 
the ARRL National Emergency Response 
Committee, ANERCOM. 
*Adopted a revised bland plan for 902 
to 928 MHz.

KB5AQV: ARRL’S 1989 HIRAM PERCY 
MAXIM MEMORIAL AWARD. Kevin D. 
Biekert, KB5AQV of Clear Lake City, 
Texas, won the highest award given by 
the ARRL to a young person for par- 
ticipation in Amateur Radio: The Hiram 
Percy Maxim Memorial Award. 


The Hiram Percy Maxim (HPM) 
Memorial Award is given annually by the 
American Radiuo Relay League to the 
person under the age of 21 who best 
exemplifies the ideals of Amateur Radio: 
service, communication, and experimenta- 
tion. First licensed in 1987, Kevin is 
now 17 years old and holds an Amateur 
Extra class ticket. 


Among the accomplishments that 
brought Kevin the award were his role 
in founding the Clear Lake Amateur 
Radio Club (CLARC), serving as a club 
officer, his work with Novice classes, his 
DXing, and his communications with 
Amateurs in the Soviet Union. 


Kevin began receiving congratulatory 
phone calls and radio and packet mes- 
sages shortly after ARRL Bulletin #42 
was released from HQ on July 26. John 
Nickel, WD5EEV, Emergency Coordina- 
tor, Harris County, Clear Lake sector, 
submitted the nomination. 


GM ISSUES TRANSCEIVER INSTAL- 
LATION GUIDELINES. General Motors 
Corporation has released a brochure 
titled Radio Telephone/Mobile Radio 
Installation Guidelines for their late 
model automobiles. GM _ states that 
"these guidelines are intended to sup- 
plement, but not to be used in place of, 
detailed instructions for such_ installa- 
tions which are the sole responsibility of 
the manufacturer of the involved radio 
telephone or land mobile radio." They 
indicate that improperly installed trans- 
ceivers may "adversely affect the vehicle 
operations such as the performance of 


the engine and_ driver information, 
entertainment and_ electrical charging 
systems." 


The guidelines go over such items as 
transmitter antenna coax routing, radio 
wiring and connection locations, and 
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troubleshooting. The booklet also 
includes a detailed pictorial showing the 
recommended placement of single unit 
transceivers as well as those with remote 
control heads.

SCOUTING AND AMATEUR RADIO: A 


' GREAT COMBINATION. Supported by 


a staff of 35, K2BSA was in constant 
operation at this year’s National Boy 
Scout Jamboree at Fort A.P. Hill in 
Virginia from Auguest 2 through August 
8. K2BSA had two separate locations at 
the Jamboree site: One for teaching 
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Radio Merit Badge and licensing classes; 
and other for the demonstration station. 


ARRL HQ staffer Rus Healy, NJ2L was 


on hand to provide assistance with the 
demonstration station. 


The station operators and partici- 
pants made several thousand QSOs, 
worked all states in about one and one 
half days, and contacted 150 countries 
during the Jamboree period. More then 
2040 messages were originated and sent 
from the Jamboree. 


About 400 licensed Scouts and Scout- 
ers signed the K2BSA guest registry. 
Use of the linked 2 meter and 220 MHz 
FM repeaters on the site was heavy. 
There were several occasions when 
K2BSA staff operators and others used 
the repeaters to relay information that 
helped in emergencies and with the 
ingress and egress of Scouts during the 
opening and closing days. 


Eleven Scouts earned their Novice 
licenses at the Jamboree, 74 earned the 
Radio Merit Badge, and 350 completed 
parts of Radio Merit Badge. Among 
those scouts upgrading at the Jamboree 
was Greg Beaver, KB8GPC, a 12 year old 
from Lansing, Michigan, who upgraded 
to Extra at the Jamboree. Greg received 
his Novice in March.

RETALIATORY TARIFFS CALLED 
OFF. On April 28, 1989, the US Trade 
Representative determined that certain 
practices of Japan with respect to radio 
and cellular telephone products and 
services were not in compliance with 
Japan’s commitments under the Market 
Oriented Sector Specific (MOSS) Agree- 
ments. A public hearing was held on 
May 24 as to what measures to take 
against Japan (which could have included 
imposition of 100% tariffs on some radio 
equipment imported from that country). 


ARRL Counsel Chris Imlay, N3AKD, 
filed comments for that hearing, pointing 
out that the measures proposed were so 

broad as to present a hardship on radio 
- Amateurs. The action was delayed by 
order May 28 and negotiations with 
Japan were held from June 19 to June 
28. Agreements were reached, and as a 
result, the Trade Representative term- 
inated the proceeding by notice published 
in the Federal Register. 


MICROSAT LAUNCH DATE DRAWS 
CLOSER. On November 10, 1989 
AMSAT will once again demonstrate 
what can be done with the help of 
volunteers, donations, and the creative 
energies spawned by devotion of Amateur 
Radio enthusiasts. Being touted as 
inauguating »/a new era in Amateur 
Radio communications," an Ariane IV 
rocket is scheduled to carry six Amateur 
Radio satellites into orbit from the 
spaceport of the European Space Agency 
near the Equator in French Guiana. 


Four of these six satellites have been 
dubbed Microsats because of their un- 
usually small cubed shaped size measur- 
ing 9 inches on a side. The design and 
construction of these Microsats has been 
coordinated through the efforts of the 
Radio Amateur Satellite Corporation 
(AMSAT) in collaboration with the ARRL 
and the Tucson Amateur Packet Radio 
Association (TAPR). AMSAT has been 
responsible for the design and construc- 
tion of numerous Orbiting Satellites 
Carrying Amateur Radio (OSCARs), over 
the past twenty years. 
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The Microsats represent a departure 
from the trend of the larger and heavier 
OSCARs for a good reason. The Shuttle 
Challenger accident more than _ three 
years ago caused a scarcity of launch 
opportunities and AMSAT found it 
necessary to turn to a small satellite 
design which can fit in places on the 


_launch vehicle normally reserved for lead 


ballast. The Microsats fulfill that 
requirement in every aspect of their 
design. AMSAT, working with the 
ARRL, TAPR and other members of the 
Amateur Radio community reminds us 
that state-of-the-art design in Amateur 
Radio is not only alive and well, but still 
very exciting and possible to do. 


WESTLINK’S 1989 YOUNG HAM OF 
THE YEAR. The Westlink Report and 
Yaesu USA announced on August 9 that 
18 year old Erin McGinnis, KA@WTE, of 
Topeda Kansas had been named _ the 
Westlink Report Young Ham of the Year.

RESPONSE ’89 UPDATE 
In talking with some of the Amateur radio participants of Response ’89 (see 
September’s Auto-Call Public Service Column), the editor of this column came to 
realize that he was not alone in his convictions. That is, small HF stations can be as 
effective or better than a "big gun stations" in disaster communications. 


Some emergency coordinators and others responsible for emergency or disaster 
communications tend to believe only "big gun stations" can get through effectively in 
times of disasters when it comes to long-haul communications. 


It takes common sense, operator patience, and knowledge of band conditions to be 
effective in making those long-haul HF contacts. Every DXer has learned "tricks" of 
the trade in breaking "pile ups" but what does it take to initiate that first contact?! 


A lesson can be learned by reading parts of a letter this editor received from Jack 
Geist, NS3BEK. Jack writes "I did not volunteer to participate in the exercise. When 
I found that Ross, K3USO, was going to operate from his home, I planned to check 
with him when I was free." 


"'T called K3USO through the Department-of-State [DOS] repeater around 4:30 
p.m. on the last day of the exercise. [Ross] told me that the propagation to 
California had been poor all day. He had heard the ARC [American Red Cross] 
- contact, KI6XX, once on the twelve-meter band, but had not been able to establish 
communication." 


"Ross had to close the station at 5 p.m. It appeared then that none of the other 
volunteer stations were available. I called [the] ARC, [Harry Jones,] N4CWP, through 
the DOS repeater and told him I was available if they wanted to continue operating. 
He asked me to take the 5:30 schedule on 24.95 MHz." (Continued) 
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Public Service Report - Continued 


"In the half hour before the schedule, I listened on the twenty- and twelve-meter 
bands. I called CQ California on both bands with no results. I heard one California 
station calling CQ on twenty and called him. We heard each other but were never 
able to establish a working contact. Twelve meters was dead until about 5:20 p.m. 
when I started to hear several QSOs. Shortly after 5:30 I heard KI6XX calling KN3U 
[ARC station]. He was weak at first, but increasing in strength. I answered, signing 
N38BEK for KN3U, American Red Cross. We contacted immediately, and he informed 
me he had traffic for ARC Headquarters. I notified N4CWP through the [DOS] 
repeater. They heard KI6XX, but did not have 100% copy." 


"Because interference began to develop on the popular 24.95 MHz frequency, we 
switched to 24.947. I took a sit-rep [situation report] type message and relayed it to 
ARC through the repeater, took a response and sent it to KI6XX. California ARC 
then notified ARC Hq that the exercise was completed. We closed the station at this 
end at 6:25 p.m." 


"I was operating with only 100 watts output and a 130-ft end-fed antenna. I 
understand that KI6XX had a good beam antenna. His signals were S3-5 here, but 
there was absolutely no noise. He was R9 throughout the entire contact. It was 
most gratifying to make a shoe-string catch in typical Amateur-radio fashion." 


Well, Jack’s letter really says it all. A lot of us tend to think that a beam and a 
KW of power is what it will take to make good contacts. What it takes is some 
common sense in one’s approach to evaluating conditions, both in propagation and 
interference, then adjusting to conditions accordingly. Also, a good antenna is not 
necessarily a mono-bander beam at 60 to 120 feet. Jack’s antenna was about 20 to 
40 feet off the ground, one that does work well. 


Are you prepared? Have you practiced? A very rewarding exercise in HF 
communications is easy to try. Take along an HF rig and a simple wire antenna on 
your next vacation trip and try working some DX. It will sharpen your skills very 
quickly. 


With an ICOM 730 and a J-Pole wire antenna in the horizontal (although I have 
worked it in the vertical) position and a 12. volt battery (or power supply), this 
column editor worked California and Hawaii this past Labor Day weekend very easily 
from Long Beach Island, New Jersey. QSO’s lasted as long as the operators wanted. 
The KH6 contact went for 15 minutes, R9 and S3-7, before Kimo had go. 


A lot of DXers will probably say so what! But have you done it under "simulated 


emergency conditions?" All equipment, antennas, etc. fit into a two-by-two-by-one and 


one half foot plastic container. The station is totally portable and is set up where 
space permits. Have you ever found a tall tree or two on an island! So the antenna 
is pinned to the second floor ceiling for horizontal polarization or draped from a roof 
peak or eaves for vertical. 


If and when that day comes when you are called upon to assist in some form of 
emergency communications, practice your skills when and where you can, now. It 
takes a little planning but is easy to do and can be very worthwhile. 


SIMULATED EMERGENCY TESTS - OCT. 21 & 22 
The ARRL Simulated Emergency Test (SET) is a nationwide exercise in emergency 
communications. The SET weekend gives one the opportunity to focus on the 
emergency-communications capability within one’s community while interacting with 
the National Traffic System. All this will take place on the weekend of October 
21-22.

The purpose of the SET is as follows: 1) to find out the strengths and 
weaknesses of the Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES), National Traffic System 
(NTS), Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service (RACES), and other emergency 
communication groups; 2) to provide a public demonstration - to served agencies such 
as Red Cross, Civil Preparedness, Salvation Army, and so forth, and through the news 
media - of the value to the public that Amateur Radio provides, particularly in time 
of need; 3) to help radio Amateurs gain experience in communications using standard 
procedures and a variety of modes under simulated-emergency conditions. 


The scoring format reflects these broad objectives and encourages greater use of 
digital modes for handling high-volume traffic and point-to-point welfare reports out 
of the affected simulated-disaster area. Participants will find SET an opportunity to 
strengthen the VHF-HF link at the local level, thereby ensuring the ARES and NTS 
are working in concert. Also, the SET will give all levels of NTS the chance to 
handle exercise-related traffic. The guidelines also recognize tactical traffic on behalf 
of served agencies. 


Test messages should carry the word "TEST" before the precedence; that is, "Test 


| Priority" on phone and "Test P" on CW. The text of such messages should also begin 


with the words, "Test Message." The word "Test" is not used in conjunction with 
Routine messages. Such messages are routine whether specifically for the SET or not. 


Although Oct. 21-22 is the weekend on which to focus, ARES units and other 
groups are free to conduct their SET anytime during the period of Sept. 1 to Nov. 30, 
if an alternative date is preferred. The activity period should not exceed 48 hours.

How would like to open to the center page of the December Auto-Call and 
hear Jingle Bell music coming from the page? Or maybe W4HU’s voice reminding 
you that your subscription is expiring. Or would you prefer to have snow flakes start 
floating down the front cover as soon as you pick it up? Or lights blinking out "CQ." 


Well, it isn’t going to happen in Auto-Call anytime soon, but the technology is 
actually being used right now by some of the bigger adertisers in the larger 
magazines. It is all accomplished by a microchip no larger than a grain of salt and a 
tiny battery to power it, an amplifier and a trigger that activates the module when 
the magazine is opened to the insert - or otherwise touched, moved or manipulated. 
It is possible - now - to produce a voice chip of up to 30-seconds duration. Its just a 
matter of size and cost. The module has to be bound into a double thickness insert 
and, at the present time, the cost for large productions is about two to three times 
the cost of a normal four-page insert. But the attention the insert gets is estimated 


to be at least 2% times the normal attention so, if you are talking about cost per 


exposure, there is little difference between these special inserts and the conventional 
(4 page) inserts. 


People magazine carried probably the first such insert during the 1987 Christmas 
season. Other ads have been run since that time. Costs can be expected to come 
down as the technology becomes more advanced. But will the novelty wear off?

Packet radio has evolved into one of the most viable and productive facets of the 
Amateur Radio Service. The Baltimore/Washington DC area has one of the most 
developed packet networks in the country with over 40 file servers (BBSs) and 34 
NET/ROM nodes. This largest data network in the world is owned and operated by 
volunteers and individuals. 


Since packet first began to evolve in the Washington, DC and Baltimore areas, 
there has been an ongoing need to coordinate the use of frequencies and the overall 
distribution of mail and packet bulletins throughout the area. To meet this need and 
to coordinate the ordered development of an East Coast packet backbone, a group was 
formed - roughly centered around the MD, PA, DE, NJ state borders. This group — 
meets semiannually to foster the growth of the 221 MHz backbone up the east coast - 
and to support the ELK neck digipeater site which was crucial to East Coast 
networking. The group organized and collected dues from members. This was the 
Mid Atlantic Packet Radio Council (MAPRC). 


Just about the time of the group’s formal organization, the 221 MHz backbone 
was essentially on line, and BBS and NET/ROM nodes began to flourish. With the 
East Coast backbone in place, the group found itself too large and most of the issues 
were more regional in scope. There was no longer a need for a formal organization 
to coordinate between the four states, and solicitation of funds to support networking 
had been unsuccessful. MAPRC essentially dissolved. 


Since the dissolution of MAPRC, the dozen or so of interested SYSOPs and packet 
repeater operators in the Washington DC/Baltimore area have continued to meet ona 
periodic basis to coordinate the many issues which still need to be addressed in the 
area. A list of the core group is as follows: 


K1HTV, WSIWI, N4QQ, WB4APR, K8AKK, W8TAI, K1LNJ, KA3DXX 
KA38T, W3GXT, N2GTE, WA4ONG, WA3ZN2, WD4HXG, WB2TNL, 
and others. 


This group has found it difficult to maintain the existing network of major assets 
in the area and to plan for the upgrade, to higher speed links and alternate paths, 
without any funding. In general, they have found that bulletin board systems are self 
supporting and usually have a dedicated group of users or local Amateur Radio club 
which will help out but we have been unsuccessful in soliciting support for the 
invisible backbone which ties the whole network together. The major network nodes 
which are remotely located on mountain tops and commercial antenna sites do not 
have an easily identified user group. 


In order to plan for the orderly transition from the loss of 221 MHz, to begin the 
installation of a new 6-meter backbone to augment the existing network, and to begin 
the upgrades necessary for eventual 9600 baud operation, the group has decided to 
organize and solicit support from packet users. The group has organized as the 
Maryland and DC Area SYSOP’s Council (MDCASC). We will coordinate a list of 
assets which will be available in the case of catastrophic failure, ie., lightening, storm, 
fire, major failure. We want to continue to support users in the Washington 
DC/Baltimore area with excellent mail and bulletin distribution and to plan for future 
growth through higher data rates.

"EXTRACTING LESSONS"

| Chief, Central Radio Club of the USSR Named After E. T. Krenkel’ 
[The Chief of the Central Radio Club reviews 1988 events from the 
perspective of the CRC and of its parent DOSAAF; the military training 
organization DOSAAF sponsors the Soviet Radio Amateur Movement]. 


The main amateur event of 1988 for the Central Radio Club of the USSR Named 
After E. T. Krenkel’ [hereafter CRC] was the All-Union Conference of Radio Amateurs 
[held near Moscow in April 1988.] 


The conference demonstrated that many documents and instructions, particularly 
those concerning over-the-air operation, had become obsolete and did not meet 
international norms. As a result, limitations on QSOs with foreign shortwavers were 
lifted. Permission was granted to use personal post office boxes to receive QSL cards, 
to give out post office box numbers and home addresses of radio amateurs [over the air], 
to receive foreign diplomas [certificates], and to join foreign DX clubs. From now on, 

- radioexpeditions to other countries may be organized and participation is authorized in 
any international radio contests. 


Just listing the modified documents takes quite a bit of space: "Instruction on the 
Procedure for Exchanging QSL cards"; "Code of the Soviet Radio Amateur"; "Rules on 
the Procedure for Radio-Net Operation by DOSAAF Organizations"; "Rules on Volunteer 
Instructor-Monitors [?] of the FRS [Federation of Radio Sport] of the USSR"; "Rules for 
the Collective Radio Station"; "Rules on the Procedure for Applying for and Issuing 
Callsigns to Radioamateur Observers [SWLs]"; "Rules for Requesting Callsigns for 
Temporary Portable Operation of Radio Stations"; others. 


e The CRC has taken into account amateur dissatisfaction over the currently-in-force 
"Instruction," which will be put into effect soon. 


DOSAAF and the CRC devoted much attention during 1988 to the subject of 
equipment for radio amateurs and radiosportsmen. Reliance is being placed on direct 
- contacts with enterprises not part of the DOSAAF system. As a result, 28 enterprises 
and cooperatives are already producing or planning to produce 68 models, which is 
significantly greater than last year. 


All is not well with our shortwavers. In 1988, 1665 on-the-air violations were 
registered, including use of excessive power by factors of ten, and on 160m by factors of 
a hundred.

Radio amateurs have always been known for their politeness. Unfortunately, it is 
not rare, now, to hear coarse and insulting language, both on ’phone and c.w. 


Many Soviet shortwavers and ultrashortwavers are still experiencing difficulties in 
installing amateur antennas on the roofs of residential and office buildings. DOSAAF 
committees, radio technical schools, combined technical schools, and federations of radio 
sport must resolve this long-standing problem with local government organs, as has been 
done in Moscow, Leningrad, and a number of other cities in the country. 


"MEET LYUDMILA ON THE 29TH" 
By G. Shchelchkov, UA8GM 
Chairman, KDK [Monitoring-Disciplinary Commission] 
of the Federation of Radio Sport of the USSR 


[Someone has said that whereas in the Anglo-Saxon world everything that is not 
prohibited is permitted, in the USSR it’s the other way around. The article that 
follows suggests that over-the-air conversations by Soviet amateurs must not only 
meet the "unimportance" test imposed by No. 2732 of the ITU Radio Regulations 
(quoted in the article) but must also be restricted to matters relating to amateur 
radio or radiosport.] 


No. 2732 of the 1979 Radio Regulations (Article 32) provides that transmissions 
"... shall be made in plain language and shall be limited to messages of a technical 
nature relating to tests and to remarks of a personal character for which, by reason of 
their unimportance, recourse to the public telecommunications service is not justified.” 


How do things stand in our country? 


The overwhelming majority of Soviet radio amateurs represent our Homeland on the 
world’s airwaves in a worthy manner. However, DOSAAF monitoring centers and 
volunteer monitors of the Federation of Radio Sport of the USSR continue to register 
many violations on the shortwave and ultrashortwave bands. There are three types: . 
low signal quality; 
conversations not relating to amateur radio or radiosport; 
background QRM in the "phone tract. 


While low signal quality is attributable to equipment in the hands of some beginners, 
conversations going beyond the permissible are engaged in by beginners and "venerable" 
amateurs alike, 


What don’t we talk about on the air! 


One amateur in Novokuybyshevsk asks another whether he needs 2.6m aluminum 
tubing. No, replies the other, he can get it at work and has supplied all his friends. 


Another amateur from Novocherkassk has apparently volunteered to help the 
Ministry of Communication deliver urgent telegrams. He tells the other operator to 
"Meet Lyudmila on the 29th." 


On the amateur bands results of football and hockey matches are discussed, 
crossword puzzles are solved. Amateur stations are often used instead of the city 
_ telephone. Aimless chatter on the overloaded bands disturbs operation by other stations 


and creates an unflattering opinion about the cultural level at which some Soviet radio | 


amateurs conduct communications. 


A station in Odesskaya Oblast’ was monitored on 14,020 and 13,960 kHz 


simultaneously, and a station in Orenburg was heard on 14,012 and 13,946 kHz. 
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SRAM —- 010 - Continued 


The "harmless" violation of operating from a collective station with an individual 
callsign is flourishing in a number of oblasts. 


All of these examples are taken from reports of oblast’ monitoring-disciplinary 
commissions [KDKs]. Of course, we punish violators by various means: We take their 
callsigns away, we close down their stations temporarily, we call them in to the bureau 
of the FRS USSR. But, as we can see, repressive measures alone don’t suffice. The 
number of violations is going down very slowly. In 1985, all of the monitoring centers 
and volunteer monitors of the FRS USSR registered 17,797 violations, 2375 of them for 
impermissible conversations over the air; in 1988 the numbers were 17,567 and 4090. 


I think that one reason for these high numbers is that local federations of radio sport 
have neglected educational work with beginning radioamateaurs. It’s no coincidence that 
the greatest number of violations is attributable to 4th-category stations. 


"PROBLEMS [INVOLVING] OBSERVERS [SWLs] 
by G. Chlyants, UB5—068—3, UY5XE, Chairman 
Committee of the FRS of the USSR On Work With Observers.

Among Soviet radio amateurs are tens of thousands of observers [SWLs] and there 
are quite a few in other countries. As a rule, observers are those starting out in the 
fascinating world of short wave. 


Almost anyone can become an observer, even the youngest radio amateur. At the 
present time, all age restrictions have been lifted for SWL operation. True, to get a 
personal observer callsign, one has to have one’s own equipment. 


Aside from beginners, those unable to open their own individual radio stations on 
account of the character of their work, living conditions, etc., often become observers. 


The committee has already presented to the FRS USSR a number of proposals, many 

of which have been implemented. For example: Rules have been confirmed for two 

 radioamateur diplomas to be awarded to shortwavers of the world for receiving QSL 

cards from observers: S—100—0 — "Heard in 100 Oblasts of the USSR" ["Slyshali v 100 

oblastyakh SSSR") and S-50—S — "Heard in 50 Countries and Territories of the World" 
[Slyshali v 50 stranakh i territoriyakh mira").

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New Navy Memorial 


A Lone Sailor statue stands as the centerpiece of 
the new Navy Memorial on Pennsylvania avenue in 
Washington, D.C. The central plain of the 
Memorial is a 100-foot diameter granite map which 
reveals the vastness of ocean areas compared to the 
land masses. On the map’s scale, one inch equals 
about 12 miles on the earth and a person whose eye level is between five and six feet 


_ off the grid map is at a scale height of 700 to 800 miles above the earth depicted on 


the grid. This gives a person a good feel for one of the Navy’s newest frontiers — 
outer space. 


The Lone Sailor is the embodiment of all who serve or ever served in the Navy. 
Surrounding the grid map on the south side are two sculpture walls on which will be 
placed 22 bronze bas-relief panels depicting events in Navy history or recognizing 
communities in Navy history. Other statuary will be placed on the Memorial grounds 
in the years ahead. 


The dream of a Navy memorial in the Washington area dates from the 18th 
century when Pierre L’Enfant envisioned a column "to celebrate the first rise of the 
Navy and consecrate its. progress and achievements." Congress authorized 
construction of the Memorial in 1980, with the stipulation that funding come solely 
from private contributions. The basic memorial was dedicated on October 13, 1987 
aa pe continue for completion of a Visitors Center which is expected to open in 
mid- ; 


The memorial is located on Pennsylvania Avenue across from the National Archives 
(between 7th and 9th streets.) Put this display on your sight-seeing list.

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Pilot Agreement 
Between Army MARS and Army National Guard 


Due to the resounding success of a pilot agreement between the New Jersey State 
Area Command of the National Guard and Army MARS, the Chief Army MARS and 
the Director of the Army National Guard have officially encouraged the establishment 
of similar agreements in the remaining states and territories. : 


In 1986, the New Jersey State Area Command (STARC) developed a_ pilot 
program with Army MARS to provide MARS operator personnel and MARS 
equipment for the supplementing the New Jersey National Guard (NJNG) 
communications systems when required in dealing with conditions of severely 
degraded communications that will most likely be encountered by State Area 
Commands (STARC’s) when performing in wide-area operations under mobilization, 
war and disaster conditions. 

The results of this pilot agreement and field test conducted by NJ STARC’s and 
NJ MARS have proved that the concept of using MARS to supplement National 
Guard communications not only works but works very well. j

When I use RG—58 coaxial cable with a PL-259 connector and a UG-175 adapter 
insert, the cable never seems firmly connected. It rotates easily within the connector and — 
eventually breaks all the strands of the outer "ground" connection. The solution is a 
washer made from a piece of RG-8 foam coax cable. 


Just before you assemble the RG—58 cable, the UG 175 adapter and the PL—259 
connector, cut off a 1/16" thick piece of the white foam insulation from some RG—8 cable. 
Put this "washer" over the prepared end of the RG—58 cable and screw things together. | 


A firm connection from the shield of the 58 to the adaptor is the result.
